The Mayor elect 
i- one of the slrongest Union men in the city. 

[I would be useless to speculate upon the 
. Mines' of one candidate's election or another's 
defeat on Saturday. It is enough to say that 
i he mass of our voters thought they were do- 
ing the best they could for the interest of the 
city and of the Union. There was much ol 
personal rivalry among the numerous aspirants, 
but wo trust that no ill feeling remains— at any 
rate BO feeling inconsistent with the most har- 
monious co-operation hereafter in the noble 
t ausc of the country. There must be but one 
L'nion party in our city and State, and that 
party must embrace all who love the Union 
.itul would guard against its dissolution, llence- 
l trth let there be no jarring, no rival l'nion 
nominations. The approaching election of 
Delegates to the Rorder Suites Convention de- 
mands perfjet unity of counsel and action on 
the part of all who deprecate secession and the 
untold horrors of civil war, ami let their only 
sn uggle be to surpass each other in devotion 
to the Union cause. 



Cgr-Cuiii-crning the rc-cstablishmcnt or pres- 
ervation of the Union there are two lines of 
policy suggested. One is to demand guaran- 
tees that shall lie acceptable to the seceding 
States and to regard even such guarantees 
though obtained as nullities and dissolve the 
L'nion if the seeoding States do not accept 
them: the other is to ask for guarantees that 
arc just in themselves and when granted ac- 
cept them in good faith and trust to the "so- 
Iit-r second thought" and the returning loyalty 
of the seceding States to accept them al-o. 

The former policy doesn't in truth look to 
the re-establishment nr prrvrvirtion of the 
Union at all. Its real purpose anil its inevi- 
table tendency is to render the destruction of 
(he Union speedily complete. We need not 
say that it is the policy of the secessionists 
amongst us. It is the policy announced Wy- 
the late sC'-cssion Convention in Frankfort. 
It is the policy declared by John C. Rrcckin- 
ridge at Washington last month and hinted 
liy him at Frankfort the other day. It is the 
|K>licy disclosed on Friday by the secessionists 
in the Virginia Convention, and nipped in the 
laid by the Unionists, as shown in the de- 
patehe* on theneM page. It is tho policy on 
which the Ronler secessionists as a hotly arc 
rapidly settling down. It is a purely disunion 
policy. 

The latter policy looks in all sim-erity to the 
re-establishment of the Union on a fair and 
honorable basis. It is tho policy of the 
Unionists. 

In tho canvass for the Border Conference, 
now opening, the former policy is represented 
by W. O. Butler, James B. Clay, Henry C. 
Burnett, J. W. Crockett, George W. Kwing, 
A. G. Talbott, J. L. Helm, John M. LUiott, 
Humphrey Marshall, Thomas P. Porter, Fin- 
ery Whitakcr, and William F. Arthur. The 
hitter policy is in the same canvass represented by- 
John J. Crittenden, James Guthrie, ltut'us K. 
Williams, Archie Dixon, Francis M. Bristow, 
Joshua F. Bell, Charles A. Wicklifl", G orge 
W. Dunlap, Chag. S. Morehead, James F. 
Robinso: John B. Huston, and Robert Rich- 
ardson. 

In less than a month from to-day the free 
men of Kentucky will bo called upon to choose 
between these two policies thus represented 
What the decision will be we cannot pretend 
to doubt. The Union policy and tho Union 
candidates will be chosen by a majority unpre. 
cedentcd in the annals of tho Commonwealth 
Most unquestionably no sincere and intelli 
gent friend of tho Union in Kentucky will vote 
to take the cause of the Union out of the 
hands of such men as Crittenden and (inthrie 
and Morehead and Dixon and Bell and Wick- 
lill'e to put it into the hands of such men as 
W. O. Butler and James B. Clay and Henry 
C. Burnett and A. G. Talbott and Humphrey 
Marshall. The thing is supremely nlisurd! 
And yet the whole hope of the secessionists is 
built on this absurdity. May their hojies never 
rest on a tlrmer or more rational foundation. 



Si mCfbt «. — We understand, that, alter 
Mr. Breckinridge addressed tho secessionists 
at Frankfort in caucus last Tuesday evening, 
thsy all, even those who had been disheartened 
if not disgusted with t lie alleged tamcnc&s of 
his public speech a few hours before, apjieared 
in the highest spirits, giving out knowingly 
but cautiously on all sides that the Union men 
were standing over a mine, which, if every- 
thing worked well, would bo exploded in less 
i ban a week, and blow them high us the sky 
This arch disclosure undoubtedly means some, 
thing. What is it ''. 

Does it mean, that, having completed 
their preparations for attacking the Forts of 
the L'nited States, tho revolutionists of the 
Gulf aro uow on the jioint of making the at 
tuck, and of deliberately inaugurating blood- 
shed, with the view of so working upon the 
sympathies of the Border Stutes us to drag 
them into the vortex ol revolution'/ Is this 
tho secret authoritative information that Mr. 
Breckinridge imparted to his followers at 
Frankfort with such inspiriting effect? AVe 
hope uot, and yet we are not without our fears 
in tho caso. We are by no means confident 
that this is uot exactly tho meaning of the 
thing. We canuot help suspecting ttrongly 
tliat it is. "The only thing, "said a prominent 
secessionist in February last, writing from 
Richmond, Virginia, to tho Charleston Mer- 
cury, "that can save ns, and unite the South, 
is the capture of Fort Sumter before the end 
of this month. Thi* will bring nil Virginia 
to arms, and the B irder States will follow 
her. • Therefore, as much as I deplore 

bloodshed, I must advise prompt action." No 
action of the sort adiiied by this Virginia 
patriot and Christian has yet been taken, but 
« hcthcr the neglect has been owing to moral 
or to military scruples wu do not presume to 
say. We believe we hazard nothing in saying, 
however, that heretofore the revolutionists have 
not been in a military condition to initiate the 
policy suggested by their Virginia counsellor, 
and that now, thanks to the truce they accept- 
ed and to the industry with w hich they have 
made the most of it, they probably conceive 
that they arc in such a conditio*. The militan 
scruples of tho revolutionists have at length 
licen removed. What effect this change in 
their condition, wrought under the forbearance 
of tho government they s'eck to overthrow, 
will have upon their action, remains to be seen. 
We confess wc do not anticipate the l>est. Nay, 
we eonfess the incident at Frankfort to which 
no have referred above seems to us to point 
directly to the worst. Assuredly tho incident 
is suspicious in tho extreme. This is the least 
that can be fairly said of it. 

Wc warn the friends of the Union iu the 
llorder States to be on their guard. Bet them 
look out for the explosion of mines and the 
uso of all other underhuud and reckless agen- 
cies of destruction. The secession leaders aro 
playing a desperate game, and there is too 
tnucb reason to fear that no respect for law or 
humanity, for the public safety or tho public 
lieace, for the interests orthe honor of the peo- 
ple, will be allowed to stand for a. moment in 
tho way of what they deem necessary to suc- 
cess, if they can cast it down. They may suc- 
ceed in casting down such rcsi>cct in their own 
breasts, but they will Cud it immovable and in- 
Mirtuountablc in the breasts of the |ieoplt. 
Kentuckians are intelligent and sagacious as 
well as brave. They aro not mere lighting ar - 
imals, but enlightened and gallant men. They 
iire ready to dare all things in defence of their 
rights and of their honor, but they are far too 
sensible to believe that cither requires them to 
rush into a deadfall which designing men have 
vauutingly set and baited for both. The gal- 
lantry of KcntuckiatH will ever defend thoir 
rights and their honor but it will never 
!>etray either the one or the other. Ken- 
tucky valor is no such blind and irrs 
lional thing as that. And the secessionists 
would do well to take seasonable notice of tho 
fact. Kentucky is op]>oscd to the coercion of 
the seceding States by the Federal Govern- 
ment; but she is not in favor of the coercion of 
the Federal (Jovcrnmeut by the seceding States. 
< In tho contrary, she is decidedly opposed to 
that also. And her tenderness for the revolu- 
tionists of the Gulf is not of so passionate and 
overpowering a description as to he likely in an. 
event to stitle her sense of justice aud bewilder 
her reason. 



fcyThc result of the Rhode Island election 
is of cheering signilicance as a triumph of the 
Union party in that State, ami an endorsement 
of the course pursued by the Rhode Island del- 
egates to the Peace Conference. Two of the 
members of the delegation were elected, Sam- 
uel G. Arnold as Lieutenant Governor, anil 
George II. Brown lor Congress from the West- 
ern District. In addition to this happy indi- 
cation, we have the gratifying intelligence that 
Connecticut has defeated two of the Republi- 
can nominees for Congress iu that State. In 
the last Congress all six of the Representativc.- 
from Rhode Island and Connecticut were Re- 
publicans; in the jicxt, there will he but two, 
being a clear gain of eight votes for the Union 
cause. The recent elections in tho cities of 
Brooklyn, Schenectady. Cleveland, Sandusky, 
Toledo, Cincinnati, and St. Louis, arc added 
causes for congratulation, as they onnbe a 
unity of sentiment and determination among 
men of all former political parties to put down' 
the Republican. From all these tokens we are 
continued in the opinion that Messrs. Critten- 
den, Morehead, Wicklitle. and Guthrie are cor- 
rect in asseriing thnt the people of the North 
would take the earliest occasion to reverse t lie 
action of the political leaders, and give to the 
South the most evident demonstrations and di- 
rect assurances that the old spirit of fraternity 
burns as brightly and purely as it ever has done 
in the most sympathetic alliances between the 
tno sections, when Mainoand I/Oiii*iana, Flor 
idaand Michigan, stood shoulder to should- 
er in political conflicts. The refusal of 
Northern Congressmen to enter upon 
tho work of pacification in a prompt 
and liberal manner is not to be charged 
upon the people of tho North. The venerable 
Crittenden has told us that the people will uot 
be led by the politicians they have risen on 
these occasions, ami ho expressed it too as the 
belief of his heart that there is at this moment 
a majority of Northern men that would vote 
cheerfully for any ol' tho resolutions of com- 
promise that were proposed by men of the 
South in the last Congress. We cannot fail 
to regard all the results to which we have re- 
ferred a< indicative of the state of feeling at 
the North, which is for peace and a restor- 
ation of fraternal feelings. From every North 
crn State without an exception the ]>eople sent 
letters to Mr. Crittenden, saying: "Wo want 
to preserve the Union; we differ from our rc- 
pre entatives in Congress in this matter. They 
arc elected as partisans, on party platforms, 
and arc subject to the control of their party. 
They do not feel as we do. They feel and act 
like partisans, and want to maintain every 
syllable and every letter of their platform. 
Wc wish to preserve our sacred Union. AVe 
lovo our brethren. Put your resolutions be 
fore us. They will pass by hundreds and 
thousands of majorities." And who can doubt 
that these promises would Ik) fulfilled when wo 
see that wherever the people have moved it has 
been to repair tho error of the late Presidential 
election, to clip the wings of the Republican 
party, and to make it- success in November 
last a barren victory. Let us remain quiet 
until the next election, and wc have no fears 
but that our brethren of the North will carry 
out the series of victories they have so nobly 
ami gallantly commenced. 



SPEECH OF JOHN A. PRALL, 
S>SHtitor frtnn flnurfmn tm<i lUtlh. lifWrerfti in tht 
JSetuite i'f' h'tiitvcki/ April 1, 18G1. 

Mi:. SpbAKKB : W<- are in the midst of great 
events In ihcir rapid and swoeping current we 
have been borne along till welind ourselves called 
upon to grapple with the mightiest issues of the 
age. tirave. indeed, is the responsibility which 
rests upon those who arc acting their parts iu this 
great drama. It is not the mere transitory policy 
W the nuaneut that is involved, but the fate of 
an empire in all time to come, and tho destinies 
of millions of freemen. Seldom, indeed, have 
{uestions of deeper import nr moie pervading in- 
terest been debated among men. In the humble 
art 1 have been called M act in my position here, 
have attempted to meet these great issues 
ilmly and without pission, and with a single 
purpose to be true to my country and faithful 
to the constituency who have honored me with 
their confidence. I have no interests that are not 
mingled with theirs. I have no hopes for myself— 
aspirations that can be gratified when my 
country is destroyed, "n the one hand I should 
feel mvself unworthy of the trust that has beer 
reposed in ine were 1 to assent to any policy 
which would degrade the honor or compromise 
the just end substantial rights of my native 
State; and on the other hand, I would merit the 
execrations .if my countrymen were 1 to contrib- 
ute to precipitate the final and complete dismem- 
berment of the Confederacy, if events should 
show that it might vet have been saved, and re- 
stored, UpGQ principfes of justice and equality to 
all its members. I have attempted to guard 
against both these extremes. The resolution 
which I ottered on the first day of our extra ses- 
sion looking to the call of a Convention of the 
slave- holding Slates which yet remain in the 
l iii.il, seemed to mo to provide for the only 
immediately ac ion upon the subject that it was 
proper for Kentucky to liike; and 1 am irratitied 
that the poUey thus suggested has been adopted 
by the Senate 
* At the beginning of the session it was strongly 
urged that we should at once call a Sovereignly 
Convention of the State, " u> be assembled at an 
earlv day, to whom should be referred, for full 
and (Star determination, the future Federal and 
inter-State relations of Kentucky.' While dif- 
fering with those who were op|iosed to a Conven- 
tion of the State at ull times and under all cir- 
cumstances, and believing that if anv great public 
necessity should determino the pet>ple to act in 
the direction which seemed to bo contemplated by 
ihe advocates of that movement, it would be wi- 
ser and safer that their action should be organized 
by such provision* as would insure regularity and 
deliberation, I was, nevertheless, utterly opp sed 
to the proposition suggested. I dissented from it 
first, btctuse 1 was unwilling to submit so mo- 
mentous an issue to the final arbitrament of anv 
less numerous tribunal than the whole mass of 
the people, and would, therefore, insist, as an in- 
dispensa! le condition, that the action of any body 
called to deliberate upon this subject should not 
be binding until it had been ratified bv the popu- 
lar vote ; ami, secondly, because 1 did not believe 
that such a moveraont was demanded, either by 
t!ie will of the fieople or the exigencies of the 
times. There was nothing which Kentucky might 
desire to do, tnuchingour Federal relations, which 
could not be quite as well accomplished through 
the regular and constitutional agencies already 
provided — except to secede from the Union, I 
did not think, thorefore, that the time had ar- 
rived for the call ofa Convention of the State, until 
there was some good reason to tielieve that Ken- 
tucky was ready to take this linal and decisive 
step. And I think there can be but little doubt 
that if the proposition had been submittts! to the 
people, it would have been \ oted down anil repu- 
diated mast deci-ively here, as it was in Tennes- 
see and North Carolina, and as it ha* been more 
recently by its original friends and advocates. 

The future which stretches before in is still 
perilous and uncertain. Practically, Kentucky 
has but little power to control the future, except 
so far as she may exert her just share of influence 
upon the action of the States by which she is sur- 
rounded. There never has been a moment in her 
history — either when the clamor was raised here 
Ibr the call of a convention or now — when she 
ceuld have withdrawn from the l'nion without 
not only severing her connection with the Stutes 
of tho Sorth, but at the same time turning her 
back upon the slaveholding States that adjoin her. 
Whoever advocate* her s-jcasaion now must pro- 
pose that she shall assume a position of isolation 
and imlependence, and stand alone in tho heart of 
the Confederacy. The proposition involve.* a 
severance of the lii.ks which bind her to her 
mother, the venerable old Commonwealth of A'lr- 
ginia, which stretches along her whole eastern 
border; her sister Tennessee on the South, and 
her daughter Missouri on the West, as well as the 
other slaveholding States which yet remain in the 
Union, and with which her interests ami her 
sympathies aro inseparably interwoven. There 
is no escape from this logical and inevitable neces- 
sity resulting from our geographical position. A 
connectiou vith tho Southern Confederacv is 
physically impossible, because we do not adjoin 



I have unshaken confidence, foundtd in the con- 
servatism w hich has been manifested by tbe Bor* 
der State*, that we will ask nothing that is not 



»nd equal; and I have strong ho|ies that when 
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once the masses in the Northern States can be 

reached and appealed to. thev will promptly ac- 1 
cede to our just demands. And thus it may be 
that out of the. tumults and discords that have 
imperilled our national existenco, Providence, i 
through the instrumentality of these Itorder 
States, may evolve this result— that our Uoitn 
may be made stronger than over, and that our | 
country, again united, may Iwund forward in irs 
glorious career of prosperiiv and greatness, and 
embrace In full fruition the palmy destiny for 
which Heaven seems to have designel it. 

The Senator from McCrarken, (Mr. Johnson,) 
wh" has addressed the Senate at so much length 
and with so much ability, in support of his views, 
and of the positions of those with whom he acts, 
soems to have despaired of any action of the 
North responsive to our duman.U. He sees no 
disposition inthe North to do us justice. The Sen- 
ator must have changed since he and his friends, 
but a few days ago, voted for tho preamble to tbe 
resolution, which was adopted with so much 
unanlmitv in this body, ratifying the amendment 
to the Constitution, recently proposed by <-on- 
gress, and which places beyond the reach of 
future interference, by a change of the Constitu- 
tion or otherw ise, the institution of slavery with- 
in the State---*n amendment which in my judg- 
ment embodies a large proportion of the miI>- 
stance of all we have claimed of the North, as 
essential to our rights. Let me read the pream- 
ble, which stands upon the record sustained by 
the indor-ement of the Senator and his friends:

Now, certainly Mr. Breckinridge is a most 
accommodating statesman. Hating, in the 
proceeding part of his speech, assumed virtually 
that the North will never accept tho measure he 
lays down as an uiviestum and that if tbe 
North -hould the South never will, thcrcbr 
suggesting ns" an inevitable certainty the con- 
tingency to which he refers, be says that "'it is 
not appropriate'' for hiin "to go farther and 
say, what, in sm-h a melancholy contingency 
that," he "would advocate," that "it is not 
within the scope" of his "remarks," but that 
he nevertheless holds "that the Common 
wealth of Kentucky would be perfectly froe to 
pursue whatev er course her people may think 
consonant with her interest aud her honor.'' 
U'jally.tlie liberality of this secession chief is very 
striking. It reminds us vividly of that of the 
showman in the menagerie, w hen intcruptcd iu 
the voluble How of his description by a curious 
little spectator. "Which is the elephant and 
which is the monkey'/" lisped an infant green- 
horn, ".lust which you please, my little 
man, " promptly responded the showman, "it 
is perfectly immaterial to me; you've paid 
your money, and you t an teke your choice of 
the animals!"

it. Tennessee, f,*rits whole width, lies between: 
and Tennessee, by a most decisive and emphatic 
vote of her |Kople, has determined her position, 
at least for the present. Her voice is for the 
l'nion. If, 011 tbe other hand, the developments 
of the future should prove disastrous to tho pi 
triotic hopes still cherished by those who love the 
1 nion, and tho march of Ihe revolution shouli! 
reach onr ls>rders. and the States which surround 
us should withdraw from the I nion, I have no 
hesitation in saying that K»ntuiky would go with 
thom.andtbat hcrdestinv is inseparable from theirs. 

In order, then, tint Kentucky may be in posi 
tioa to exert her share of influence in shaping the 
events of the future, and that she may not be pas- 
sively borne along by a current which she has m 
agency in directing aed no power to control, and 
in order that States thus united iu interest may 
counsel together upon the condition of the coun- 
try, a..d put forth their united voice, it is end 
nently lit that we should respond to the move 
ment which has been proposed by Virginia, antl 
meet our sister slaveholding States in council, so 
that they may act in concert upon the momentous 
t|0estk>ns of tbe day. They have a great ami 
noble mis.d<>n to perform. Associated l.y the ties 
of government with the States of the North, arjr 
having common institutions and sympathies witt 
tbe States of the South which have withdrawn 
from tbe l uion, they are fortunately situated to 
lie the medium of communication between the ex 
Hemes, They form the last link that binds the 
l'nion ; when that shall be broken tbe disiueiu 
beruient of the Coufederacy will be complete, and. 
I fear, eternal. A great nation lives but once 
have but little faith in the theory of dissolution 
for the purpose of reconstruction. It has seemc 
to me a fearful and fatal delusion. 1 cannot ap 
preciate the reasoning of those who would teach 
me lirst to destroy in order to repair ; to demolis 
the strut-Hire utterly, so that one atone shall no! 
l>e loft upon another, beforo we begin the wotk of 
restoration. I profer, if possible, to reunite wha 
is broken, but let the building stand upon the 
found ii ion- on which our fathers erected it, and 
upon which it has stood so long, and amid so 
many storms anil perils, the noblest edifice of civ" 
and religious liberty upon tbe face of the earl I: 
If it shall fall, it will go down with a crash that 
will st ake the continent, and I shall have but lit- 
tle hope that, amid the tierce convulsions tha 
follow, we will be able to gather up from the v. ild 
chaos of a dismembered empire, and reunite it 
broken and disjointed fragments. 

The first object then to which these States, 
when their counsels are thus united, should direc 
their energies, would be to bring about, if prac 
ticable, through whatever agencies might seem 
to them most appropriate, some fair adjti'tmen 
of existing difficulties, which should remove the 
grievances of which the South complains, and re 
store the harmony of our distracted country 
The settlement should be complete and exhaus- 
tive of the subject, and should leave open no Ikl 
for scc ional agitation in the future. Withou 
entering minutely into its details, such an ud 
justmeut, in my judgment, sh< uld embrace, lirst 
full and permanent guarantees against Congres 
sional interference with slavery in the Slate: 
the District of Columbia, and in tbe forts, dock 
yards, arsenals, and other public places belonging 
to the Government, within the limits of slave 
holding States; aud these guarantees should b 
made fundamental and unchangeable: and sec 
ordly, we should firmly iniiit upon a fair parti 
tion of tho present Territories., with protection to 
Southern institutions south of the line of division 
nhich might be agreed upon, in order that ibis 
vast antl common doin.in stretching to the west 
ward, with its teeming forests and prairies, migl 
not be held in axel naive monopoly for tbe sons G 
the North. While I might prefer that an adjust 
ment of the Territorial tpjestion should go still 
farther, and embrace in its terms all future ac 
'positions. I tlo not see in it importance enough to 
warrant us in urging it as an ir.dispensahle pre- 
requisite to a settlement. The question is too re- 
mote 10 be made the subject of serious controversy 
We already stretch across the continent, cov 
ering all the temperate latitudes which are suited 
alike to slave or free labor, and any territory 
which we may hereafter acquire must either be 
in fir northern regions, where slavciy cannot go. 
or else in tho extreme south, where voluntary " 
Iwr cannot il nirish, and would not struggle for a 
foothold. And lastly, any additions which we 
might make to our country would matt probably 
contain population enough to be admitted at once 
as Slates, ami thus have no territorial existence 
at all. 1 confess that when our country was 
united, 1 have looked forward with longing in 
terest to the time when Cuba, the < t 'ueen of tbe 
Antilles, and the fairest aud most beautiful 
of all Ihe i- lea that gem the ocean, should be 
adtled to our count rv ; but if this hope should be 
reali/.ed, she would come in at once as a slave- 
holding State. If the atljustment, then, of all 
tbe subjects of controversy should be narrowed 
lown to this single point, ft seems to me it would 
be madness to destroy our Government and ruin 
our country forever uponacont»t over the di- 
vision of territory which we do not pjssess and 
may never acquire. 

If tho Southern States had remained with us 
Ihe l'nion, we might have resisted successfully, 
under the forms and through the agencies of the 
Government, every ethirt to inaugurate a polic 
adverse to our interests antl our rights. Let me 
read from a document, full of wi-e and masterly 
statesmai.ship, the letter of our Governor to the 
editor of the Yeoman, and communicated with 
his late message, in which he announces, after 
the election of Mr. Lincoln, what would be the 
policy of Kentucky, and upon what principles 
should be fought tbe battle of tbe South: 

"She will appeal to tbe ballot-box, to the roa 
eon, to ihe justice, and to the patriotism of Con- 
gress, of the l'nited States, ami of tbe people 
everywhere; and when every thing fails, iiou.lv 
fortiiiej, in her impregnable position, sbe will 
c oil/ and resolutely look the dauger in Ihe 
face, and no matter what the odds mav l>e against 
h -r, she will then appeal to the God of battles, 
and with the Constitution in one hand and the 
sword in the other, and under th9 tlag of the 
l'nion. her noble and gallant sons will prove 
themselves worthy of the glorious heroes from 
whom they sprung, by striking f ir their homes 
and their fireside' — for their altars and their 
rights^ — for their liberties and the freedom of 
their children — for the l'nion un er the compact 
of the Constitution — and ho who would not do 
it is a coward and a slave." 
And again: 

" 1-et us reason with the Republicans stdl fur- 
ther; let us remonstrate more earnestly, firmly, 
and unitedly: let us at all events wait for the 
overt act, and then Kentucky can and will join 
ber sister slave States. This, it seems to me, is 
Ihe course of moderation aid prudence and wis- 
dom; certainly so, because neither Mr. Lincoln 
nor his party can pass any law, if the ( ipposition 
remain true, that will violate our rights. He 
can't even get an appropriation bill through Con- 
gress to carry on the Government. He can't ap- 
point hi:i Cabinet officers who may be offensive to 
the Democratic party and to the slave States. 
He can do nothing, with tbe present House of 
Representatives and Senate, lucked by the Su- 
preme Court, to violate our rights. 
And still again: 

"To South Carolina, and such other States w L* 
may wish to secede from tbe l 'nion, / would sat/, 
Ute nettqraploj of litis count if trill vt admit of a 
iicuion — the mouth an<i sources of the. Missitsippi 
river emtmi he sejuirated without the horrors of 
tmit war — wo cannot sustain you in this move- 
ment merely on account of the election of Lincoln. 
Do not precipitate us by premature action into a 
revolution or civil war, Ibe consrrjuenuua of which 
will bo the moat frightful to all of us. It may 
yet be avoiued. There is still hope, faint though 
it be. Kentucky is a Border Suite, and has auf- 
ferei mjre than all of you. She claims that, 
standing upon the same sound platform, you will 
sympathize with hor, and stand by her, and not 
desert her in her exposed perilous liorder podtion. 
Sbe has a right to cMm that her voice, and the 
voice of reason and moderation and patriotism, 
shall be heard and heeded by you." 

Hut this patriotic appeal was not headed, and 
seven of tbe tifteen slave Slates have left us. We 
should, therefore, now demand the settlement ami 
the guarantees to which I have referred; first, be- 
cause without them we cannot hope to bring l>ack 
the Slates t bat have seceded; ami secondly, be- 
cause if those States are not brought back tbe hn- 
menstt disprofs.rtion of the sections — the relative 
numerical inferiority of the remaining slavehold- 
ing States — would constitute an irresistible reason 
why we should in*Ut upon these measures of se- 
curity and protection against the swelling power 
of the North. Thfc-e demand* j*a should make 
In language tmnpertle, but lirui ami dignilkd. 
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n orati .n of lha entire l'nion are blasted, that 
our afllnities, duties, and interests, unite us with 
our Southern brethren upon principles of justice, 
euualitv and honor." If every raoceaiiop, then, 
which, "in our iudgment, our interest, our sifefy, 
and our Jiyuor ivouire, should be nude by the — 
North— if the full measure . f justice which wo t kPftJ V,( r dOOUS 
claim, and all that our Southern brethren ought j _ 
to claim, shall be accorded to us. there is to tie 
still another condition, and that is, the restoration 
of the. entire l'nion. If South Carolina, which 
has already solemnly declared that her separation 
from the Friion is ]>ermanent antl Irrevocable, or 
any other one of the seceding States, should re- 
fuse to return, according to the fair construction 
of this platform it will bo the duty of Kentucky 
and the Ixirder States, in view of this failure to 
tttsre the attire Union, to unite barf elf with the 
South, whatever term- of adj istment the North- 
ern S'atcs mig'it offer or accept. If thi- is to be 
mr position, we should make no demand what- 
ever. No man more anxiously desires than 1 tlo 
the re-establi«l.mcnt of our Confederacy as it was; 
but 1 am free to «*y, that if all we' ask of the 
North shall bo yielded u=, it will be our duty 
stand by the Settlement we shall offer, and linrfly 'I 
adhering to the Government, to turn to our sisters 
of tho South, antl invite them, in a fraternal 
spirit, to com/i U»ck and stand with us wh«re we 
would then remain in the old Union, and under 
the tddand venerated Hair of our common country. 

There is another subject to which the inter- 
position of the Border States should be promptly 
dirocrod, and which i« of infinite importance to 
the success of every measure of at'j^s-ment — anil 
that is the establishment and maintenance of pa- 
cific relations between tho General I iovernment 
and the States that have seceded. Standing be- 
tween the sections, thev should llrinly command 
the peace. An attempt to ct>erce the seceding 
States into submission, or a serious conllict grow- 
ing out of anv effort of the Government to main- 
tain tho Vedo'al authority within their limits, 
would be fatal to every measure of reconciliation, 
and would involve the country iu all tho horrors 
of a tii-ree and bloody civil war. 

1 shall not tliscuss the abstract question of the 
constitutional rinht of secession. My own ju Ig- 
ment is that all governments are, in theory, at 
least, formed for porpituitv, and that none contain 
within themselves a full ere providing for their 
own destruction. But there is a riirbt burlier than 
constitutions — the inherent and inalienable right 
of revolution, with which no community of men 
ever parted till they h oi ceased to be freemen. 
Upon this great right rests our own political 
e .i-ience. There is no tribunal that has thi 
power to determine the time or the manner of its 
exercise, except the aggrieved community itself: 
and the government whose authority i~ rejected 
must decide, as a question of polit y, whether it 
» ill acquiesce in ihe fact of revolution, or appeal 
to the arbitrament of the sword. 

I would not be understood to announce the ab- 
surdity tint ours is a government witlioift any 
compulsory process, anil restinir for its authority 
upon I ha assent anil acquieseenco of each of its 
citizens. Within ihe scope at its pow ers i" has 
all the Vigor and efficiency neiws^aTy io i: - oitlin- 
ary admuustcilion. Hut it requires no astuteness 
of'statesninnship to tli-tinguiso between tbe un- 
lawful acts of individuals, or even e\tensive but 
irregular combinations of men, which it is thu 
province of t lie Govcrpment to curb anl repress 
ami tho movements of groat Commonwealths, sc - 
ing through their Organised authorities, and pro- 
claiming llieir iudepeli'ietjce to 'he.wqr.1 1 Ken 
tucky, lovul and devoted as she- has ever been 
to the I . ion. ct uld not be enlisted in a war for 
the ftt'jii nation of tha Southern State*. The at- 
tempt h self would be mad^a-a. The conquest of 
seven Slates, covering a vast area of the fairest 
region on the continent, with immense reoourcas, 
and a brave and chivalric people lighting on ihcir 
own soil agaiest an invading foe, is physically 
impossible. The greeo savannahs of tin South 
mav be m .di daseUtaj rivers of blxid may 11 >w, 
a ad the crimson tide mav mil on till every plfin 
is red, but still the S uthern sword will leap from 
its scabbard, and Southern hearts will bleed for 
their native land. Is it not bettor now to acq ii 
esee in the fact of revolution, which is too appa- 
rent to be ignored, rather than ai the end ofa 
long and sanguinary conllict, in which the whole 
South would be at leugth involved, antl which 
would destroy forever all hope of reconciling tbe 
embittered and infuriated belligerents. 

But there is another reason why the policy of 
coercion should not be pursued, which grows out 
of the peculiar n iture and structure of our insti- 
tutions. If coercion wcra succ is-ful, what would 
be accomplished? Is it the policy of our govern- 
ment to extern! its au hoiity over a reluctant 
people? Can men be compelled by the sword to 
submit to a government which is not founded in the 
consent of ihe govenud? Cart they be forced to 
choose Presidents and Congressmen at the point of 
the bayonet? If they should be brought back 
into the l'nion by force, they would bona, not as 
free and sovereign States but lis chained and con 
quered provinces. D,e* anv gentleman de»ire to 
see such an element a_s this incorporated in a gov- 
ernment whose proud distinction is. that a- it has 
advanced to greatness and power, it has only ex- 
tended itself over freemen and equals, whose sub- 
mission to its authority ba« iieen but their volun- 
tary homage to its noi l's institutions? If such 
should be our future policy, the days of the Re- 
public are numbered; tbe Rubicon is passed, and 
the imperial purpleonly awaits the advent of some 
victorious leader. 

Bnt the indications from Washington give us 
strong reasons to hope that the policy of the Ad- 
ministration » til be peaceful, and lint the influ- 
ence of the Border States in this direction has 
already been felt. If these indications should be 
confirmed, we may look forward hopefully to the. 
restoration of the Union, and its perpe' nation 
upon tho enduring foundations of justice and 
equality. It may not be the work of a day, and 
it may not lie achieved without difficulties aril 
embarrassments. Hut the prize is worthy of our 
most ea-nest antl heroic efforts. The l'nion may 
vot be saved by far less of sacrifice and tliort than 
it cost our fathers to establish it. 

Holding the views I do, as a States Rights 
Democrat, of the principles a'ld structure of our 
Government, I see no j st reason for dissolution 
growing out of our diverse systems of labor and 
habits of life, ami industrial pursni s, nor because 
we are not in every respect a homogeneous pet - 
pie. Restrained within ihe limits of the Consti- 
tution, tbese diversities and apparent antagonisms 
are rather the elements of strength and of powaT, 
and the sources of prosperity. If the Union 
were closer and more compact, and the individu- 
ality of tbe States less clearly defined, 1 should 
feel" that the -e was greater danger from the nu- 
merical superiority of the North, and more reason 
fdr Oat Separation. If it were a consolidated de- 
mocracy, 1 should dread the power of the North. 
But we are an aggregation of political communi- 
ties, each sovereign witbin the scope of the pow- 
ers reserved to itsolf, united fur c-:rtaiu general 
ami limited purp' scs. under a common nation fli y. 
And, although (he Federal Government acts di- 
rectly "upon the people in the exercise of its dele- 
jrated powers, no feature in our system is more 
distinctly marked than tho recognition which per- 
vades our whole frainewoik of I '• iVemmSOl of tho 
individual States as separate political organisa- 
tions, holding in their hands the great re-iduum 
of .sovereignty, and charged with all those inter- 
ests which pertain to the happiness of the citizen 
»nd security of person and property. The with- 
drawal for" a day of the authority i t' the State 
ipvernments would plunge the country in abso 
ute anarchy, although the General Government 
might remain hi its full vigor and in the exertion 
of all ils piwers. The true theory of the govern- 
ment is, that the States are to tie left f'ee fioin 
nterferance from without, to control whatever 
is 1, til and internal, and to work out their own 
destiny in their own way. All we n eed fa that 
these just and constitutional limitations of Fid 
eral authority shall ha ao distinctly declared that 
there may be no room for future controversy, and 
hat they shall be ui.de forever unchangeable: 
and a confederation of States, with their internal 
and municipal rights thus guarded, might Ih* 
'llimitablv expanded and endure forever. The 
.•erv reasoning which, from an exaggeration of 
the' doctrine of Sta'e sovereignty, deduces the 
rifiht of accession, at tha same time disproves the 
nec essity of its exercise, 
leannot penetrate the veil of the future, norun 
Id what lies hid beyoud. Kentucky must await 
he progress of events, contributing what she can 
f wisdom and moderation towards the solution of 
our unhappy difficulties. If she shall withdraw 
from the Luion, she should accept secession osdy 
as an alternative which she cannot avoid, and 
be true to herself. This fundamental ilea should 
guide her action, that lo her there is nothing de- 
sirable in the fut ure of dissolution. F.verv eon- 
iderat ion of interest unties with every impulse 
of patriotism tourire htrto struggle for the main- 
tenance of the l'nion. Situate upon the line 
which divides the sections, she would stand ex- 
posed for tbe whole length of her border to ail thu 
difficulties and dangers incident to the immediate 
| iroximity of a foreign, perhaps a hostile nation, 
t might bo well enough if, like Lot and Abram. 
hen they could not longer tatssrmo le together, 
wecouldpart in peace, and ti% the one to the 
■ight hand and the other to the left. It might 
io well enough if a great desert could intervene, 
or an ocean of lire could roll between us. But 
itb ub there can be no separation. Here we 
and w here God has placed us, face to face; aiat 
hetber friends or foe3, here we must stand for- 
er. 'ibe l 'nion may hodissolved, and the links 
which have bound u* under a common govern- 
ment may lie broken, but still the great rivers 
which flow through the North und the South will 
roll on forever, and tbe great physical Isinds by 
which l iod and nature have united us, will re- 
main as indissoluble as eternity. In my visions 
of the ri.iug greatne-s and glory of our nation, 1 
have thought, with tho pride of an American, 
how sptly nature had framed and fashioned to- 
gether its members as parts of a compaet and 
massive whclo — bow complete was the physicu' 
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aciss,, hiKhb iin 'tjs£

Destitctios is Miksissiiti — Cons Riots 
Threateslk. — Undoubtedly there is very 
great distress and perhaps equal distress 
North and South, growing out of the miser- 
able sectional troubles of the country. If we 
peak of suffering in the South wc are rudely 
charged with wilful misrepresentation by the 
secession organs in that section ; but wc pre- 
sume that even they will not gainsay tho siih- 
)ined statement, which we take from the 
Brandon (Miss.) Republican of the 'JSth tilt. 
The R -publican speaks of matters in its own 
section of Mississippi, matters in regard to 
which it cannot possibly be mistaken. ]t 
refers, as the reader will sec, to the mission of 
Major Hawkins, the worthy old Mississippian 
who recently went to Illinois and procured 
large contributions of corn for the relief of his 
fellow-citizens. We do not believe there is yet 
any such feeling between the North nnd the 
iiith as would prevent either section, if ap- 
pealed to, from contributing all in its power to 
the relief of the other : 

[From tile Ilrandon Republican.] 
The Board of Police of this county met on 
Saturday last to adopt some measures to relieve 
the wants of the poor and destitute. It was 
propo-ed by some to appropriate the funds in tho 
connty treasury for that purpose, but the Board 
has no authority for doing it, and they adjourned 
ithoul any definite action, except to call a meet- 
ing of the citizens of the county on Saturday 
ext, to see if some measures of relief could not 
be alopted. We hope there will be a large meet- 
ing of those who are able to give, and that they 
ill all give to the extent of their means. Some- 
thing must be done, and that speedily too, or 
undreils of our citizens will certainty perish 
ith hunger. We want to see those that have 
been denouncing that good and pure hearted old 
entleman, Benj. Hawkins, and boasting that 
hev were ready and willing to give half they 
bail to the poor, comu forward and subscribe lib- 
ally. Will they do it? We will venture the 
redaction t; at one hundred dollars will not be 
ubscribed by that class of men in the county, 
ime of them have lieen appealed to heretofore, 
and their reply was that there was no one in need 
except a few lazy, drunken and trifling fellows. 
We deny it. There aro hundreds of hard work- 
g, honest men, who aro almost entirely desti- 
ute, and who must suffer unless they get relief 
n some form. We have heard of a large number 
f men who have given up th* ir crops and gone 
ff to hunt work and get food for their families, 
if they had the corn to feed their families and 
stock they could make a crop and pay for it in 
the fall. These men do not want it given to 
them. They only want it on a credit until next 
fall. 

Our old friend Hiram Jones informs us that 
there is a great deal of destitution in his neigh- 
liorhood, and that unless relief is afforded in the 
next ten days armed bodies of men will take corn 
by force from those who have it. 

Maj. Hawkins has returned w ith 17,000 bushels 
of corn and L.00Q t.u. li Is of potatoes, w hich w ill 
be a great relief for I be present, but it will last 
hot a few days. 100,000 bushels more is needed, 
and there is no money here to buy it with. Let 
those w ho are able give liberally of their means 
to purchase corn for the destitute, and let an 
agent lie appointed to go ar.d purchase it, and then 
let those who are able to make good notes give 
their notes to said agent, and let tho agent pro- 
ceed to Illinois, or Borne other favored land, and 
huy the corn on a credit.

The New Tariff—//* t)ptration at the Xew 
York Custom House.— Tho Morrill tariff' went into 
effect on the 1st instant, but it is too early yet to 
see how it works. Tho New York Times says: 

Considerable quantities of sugar were on Mon- 
day withdrawn from bond for consumption, the 
importers profiting by the large difference between 
M of a cent a pound" and 21 per cent, ad ralortm 
uuty, as under the tariff of 17. All goods actu- 
ally shipped on or before the 17th of March come 
in undor the former rates, and all goods remaining 
in bond unclaimed on ihe 1st of April on the same 
privilege. It will thus lie some days before any 
preceptible effect of the now tariff' can be expe- 
rienced at the Custom-house. 

The New York World says of tho new law: 

The working of it is destined to produce u very 
complicated system of appraisement, and conse- 
quently will re'quironeirly three times the amount 
of clerical force heretofore employed, and consid- 
siderable difficulty will be experienced beta ecu 
the custo n-house" officials and importers. The 
bill has a variety of defects, as the imjiorters al- 
lege, and oven" under the best of its working 
phases, will be the cause of much bickering. 
Much larger warehousjs wiil be needed by the 
new system from tho fact thai the bill compels a 
variety of goods which were formerly appraised 
by quantity, to be weight d, and owing" to the pro- 
cess which* some of the goods are to he subjected 
to, it will be se«n thut more time will lie occupied 
in passing the goods from the custom-hou^e de- 
partment to the importer than by the old tsriff. 
The merchants are unanimously complaining of 
its unfairness ar.d injustice, and are calling for its 
repeal. 

The Herald remark*: 

"The act allows goods on which the duties are 
lessened to be withdrawn from honde t warehouses 
on paynv nt of the duties therein prov ided. Im- 
porters have not been slow in finding out this 
provision, and tho consrquerco has been, 
that the goods on w hich a r< ductal duty i« to be 
levied have t>een hurried into public stores during 
the past month. The principal articles thus 
warehoused aro sugar, molasses, Manilla hemp, 
and indigo. But Monday was the 1st of April, 
and these goods could then be withdrawn for the 
first time at the new rale. Importers who had 
delayed their sales until then made large with- 
drawals of merchandise under the now rates. 
About 150,000 worth of sugar and molusses was 
thus withdrawn. The work of passing the with- 
drawals is more than double, and consequently 
more time was con.-umcd in getting the entries 
through. This gave rise to much dissatisfaction 
on the part of the importers."

Frobably lew persons in mixing their absinthe 
have ever stopped to consider the cause of the 
"whitening," or ever thought that the better the 
the liquor "mixes, the mote powerfully poi on- 
ous It is. The white deposit, which in 'precipita- 
ting renders the liquor turbid, comes from the 
essential oils of anise, wormwood, aogelic.i, £c, 
which are held iu solution of alcohol, but which 
are Ml soluble in water or alcohol weakened with 
it. 

The following are given as the prelimiuarv ef- 
fects of the habitual use of absinthe: i he muscu- 
lar system is brought into a ttate of uncertainly 
and indecision, which is easy to recognize by 
contractions snd trembling o; the forearm, of the 
hand, and inferior mcribers. Strange sensations 
are observed — such as tiugling and pricking of 
the skin, heaiiness of the limbs, and numbness— 
the hand seizing and as suddenly lot tins go any- 
thing within its reach. In standing the patients 
require something to lean against, not boing solid

I.m rrnra HeIW ttxat Japan. — The Japanese 
correspondent of the New York Tribune, writing 
from Kana^nwa, under date of lanuary 4, says: 

Wo aro again in the midst of a thousand and 
one ruirois, similar to those by which the peace 
of our foreign commnrffTy was'disturbed nearly a 
year ago. Again large numbers of Japanese soldiors 
have been quartered in Ihe barracks of Oki-iio- 
kimi, at Kan.ignwa, and several hundred more in 
■ he half-barrncks half-fort of Yelzisen-no-kami, 
at Yikohama. The new fort *t Kanagawa is 
garrisoned, and on that side of the bay |>atrols, 
armed wilh muskets, senlinel the streetsat nighr. 
Guard houses bristle with bayonets, and nil the 
Government officials and police are on the qmrire. 
The Japanese Government at Y\dn have otficiallv 
notified the foreign ropre«e.-entatives that a large 
band of desoera'e men have resolved to burn, 
piiiiider, ' and murder the foreign settlements. 
Th:-; b ind i f mm are variously reported to lie 
-oi Hurs of PAbos IHto, who h.id'swom to avenge 
their late master's w rongs by involving the Gov- 
ernment in a bloods' feud with the foreigners, or to 
te discharged soldiers of the Prince, who, wilh' iit 
means of livelihood, are read; to rob and kill 
Japanese and foreigners indiscriminately. The 
Government promi-cs to protect the for- 
eign population to the utmost, but at the 
same lima urges the embas-ies at Yedo 
to remove to the imperial citadel as the only 
sure way of protecting their lives from secret at- 
tacks. So, too, tho consuls at Kanagawa have 
been requested to move across the bay to Y'oku- 
bania, where they may lie more easily pnitecled. 
These requests have not been complied wilh, or 
ihe foreign officials are by no means certain lhat 
the danger is so imminent as represented, or sure 
of the good faith of tho Government which re- 
que-ts t lem to vacate their posts. The Japanese 
have therefore largely increased their guard at 
the Yedo embassies, ai d tbo police and military 
forcoat K in 'gawa and Yi'kuhama. Uesida these, 
three Daimos have been called upon to furoish 
each u further contingent for the protection of 
tho-e places. Guard boats at night are continu- 
ally rowing about the harbor and its approaches, 
fori) is ?aid I ho main attack is to be by tho sea. 
Thev further tell us that desperate men seek to 
get into the foreign settlements, disguised as la- 
borers and servants, to promote the better their 
diabolical intentions. So that if we are not 
frightened, it is not the fault of the Japanese, and 
if it is a mere attempt at fright on their part, 
they have certainly gone very deliberately to 
woi'k, and are Uking a vast a moan t of trouble to 
effect it. The Japanese common people appear to 
be more disturbed than anybody else by rumored 
threats of ravaging their" villages with fire, for 
the purpose of plunder. 

There are several vessels of war in the harbor — 
four Eng'ish steamers one French steamer, one 
Russian steamer and one frigate, and one Dutch 
brig-of-war — so that we aro amply protected 
against any open attack. So rife were thesu 
threatening" tales, that, two rights since, the 
Dutch brig was ready for acti m, with shotted 
guns. Rear Admiral Jones, af'ur a long inter- 
view with tho Governor of Y' kiihimi, told bi« 
Excellency that if be would only point out to him 
where this band of desperadoes were he would 
seize them for him, if the Japanese Government 
were una' le. Tho Governor declined the preffer- 
ed assistance. 

The f ireign community f while disposed to act 
with caution, avoiding being out in ihe streets at 
night as far as possible, and taking the precaution 
to go armed, aro by no means alarmed for their 
personal safety. \Ve have lived in the midst of 
di e> forebodings so long lhat wc are grow ing in- 
sensible. 

There is, doubtless, something of importanoo 
concealed under this fresh outbreak, \slha\e 
befora told you. this G ivernmnit is ofitself weak: 
its strength i- derived, not absolute, and in my last 
I told you that Ihe country wa* in a great state of 
unrest" 1 believe there are dilliculties in the K-n- 
pire, serious ones, but I believe they are primarily 
of more importance to themselves than to the 
forei/ners; that if the foreigners are jeoparded, it 
is because of secondary relations to a Government 
not sure of i's position at borne. The res .lt of 
foreign trade has been such that a Btrong diversion 
has been made towards a favorable foreign policy 
by princes whose estates are greatly enriched by 
the inflow of foreign silver in exchange for the 
products of their estates. So, at least, Japanese 
authority, of a reliable character, assures us. It 
is altogether probable that Mito has left his feud 
with the present dynasty a legacy to his son. m o 
is said to have sw'orn uncomproini-iiig hostility; 
and although he has been hitherto represented as 
well (fleeted toward foreigners, they mav sutler 
in his quarrel wi h the throne. Mito is of illus 
trious family, a descendant in a long line from 
Ihe ancient "emperors — Hied bv blood to some of 
the most poweiful ptinces, and he will make no 
open movement without secret sympathisers and 
backers.

Bat lock at the coat of keeping up the 
ateam fluet nquirnl for this purpose. It would 
be mote than treble tbe amount of revenue (ol 
lected. 

Our plan would he to cut, rather than seek to 
unravel this Gordiatt Knot. I^t the Northern 
Stales go in for the old Jackson doctrine of free 
trade and direct taxation. In that way we would 
light the diiuiiiouists of the South and the tax- 
eating politicians cf the North. At one broadside 
we would demo lab secession on the one hand and 
official corruption on the other. We would di- 
minish the hnide of Government cflicialj more 
than oue-balf. 

Tlr»u there would be low taxes, plenty of bread; 
any .moot of commerce, and most ilourUhing 
manufactures throughout tbe land. 

In that event we wi uld not need even to blick- 
ade the Southern ports, for no trade would b* 
done at them. 

Tho South now taxes tea, sugar, colton goods, 
and thousands of other necessaries of life. Ia>t us 
have free trade, ar.d we would cut off their reve- 
nues and compel them to tax their rich slave- 
holders aud L.nd owners. This would aocn pro- 
duce such a howl of ili-c. intent throughout the 
Southern States as would soon knock their Con- 
federacy into ruins about their ears. 

To meet this disunion movement .omething 
must be done, ei'h-r in a peaceful or warlike 
manner. Count the cost and the prob ible result 
of both plans, and see if the free trade move is i: t 
far the most effective. War would no doubt 
alienate these people from us forever, and uiak* 
secession in the etui an absolute necessity. 

Iu case of froe trade the same cllicers fbat col- 
lect t lu State aud county could oollect the na- 
tional taxes. 

If the Government wants money let lliem issue 
certificates iu small sums bearing interval at a 
low rate and receivable for taxes. These cert.fi- 
catos Would be current all over I he Union, aud 
i eing in smad amounts, every man that held 
them would be iiuereated in tho prosper i v of the 
country. 

The difference in the tariff; — tho Northern and 
Southern — prooii*«s to cause a great deal ct 
trouble. It works very di-advantageouiy to us 
abroad also, as the liberal Luropean Governments 
are alienated from us by Ilia Motrill tariff aud 
attraceed to the South tu[ heirs. Thi.il just the 
very thing their statesmen desireaiui strengthen* 
thein in tlieir weakest point. A free trade pilicy 
on our part would knockout their under- pinning, 
bring them up all siauding, and -quelch secession 
in si xty days.

ored to ini.k i their way three miles to the Dear- 
est habitation.

Thev dug tbeir 
way to an old cabin near by, and made a fire.
